A Washington despateb Lo the New York Tri-
bune to-day says:—

The Banto Domingo Commissioners, Messrs,
Wade, White, sud Howe, arrived bere wo-ulght,
seeow | anied by BSecreinry Burion, Geueral
pigel, and Fred. Douglass, Dr. Wheelwrigznt
sud Caplaln Wade, Clerks w Commissioners;
Lir. Perry, naturalist; three or four newspapar
colrerpondents, and the two stenographers of
the expedition. Mr. Wade was taken sick last
piglt on the cars, wilth pleurisy, was unable to
sit up to=day, aud upon his arrival «as couveyed
to the pertdence ol Viee President Colfax. 'ne
attack, alibough vot of & serlous nature, was
fuflicient 10 cousé great auxiely on the part of
bie friends, who fear that Mr, Wade's nge nod
Lis full hubit way prove serious obstacles Lo his
recovery. At a late bhour to-uight ke was muach
petter, and his recovery Is deomed certaluo.

The expediiion, as yon sre already aware, left
Port-nn-Prinee oo the 10th lust., with the lnten-
tion of going to Kingston, Jamalea, in order to
cowwunicate with tbe Governwent; aod, if
Cowgress bad adjourned at the tlwme of the
arrival at Kingstong it is probable that Dr.
Howe would have returned to Haytl and Santo
Dowirgo, in order to suill farther prosecute in-
yuiries, particularly regardiog the opivions of
Cabral and Lis followers, their force, and also
the condition of Huyil. Tois idea was sunse-
qriently abmudored, nod it was declded that the
comnmissioners bad covered all the luguiries re-
yuired by the resclutions of Congress, The
slesiuer tenvessee alter coallng left for Key
West, aud thenee went directly for Charleston,
8, U, with all on board, it beicg the intention
10 send the eutire expedition ashore at that
place, in order that they wight reach Washing-
tuh as early us possible.

It e ued very doubtfnl that they would be
ennbled o go w-hore, on aceount of the heavy
ren, and the revenue catter which hud been tole-
glapbed for tromn Key Wesy, was not io signt
when the Tennessee cnme to anchor outside
Charlestun bar. A pilot-boat was sigoalled,
Lowever, and into that, like so many eautle, the
three commissiouers aud the remaiuder of the
party were Joweted from the Teunessve's deck,
ench being tied to a board by ropes. With much
oifficulty aud some daoger the fourteen geuatle-
wen, with bag and baggage, were safely packed
uway on the deck of the little pilot
bont, on Bunday wmorping at aboat Y.
They had bardly got up saill before the
llack bull of the revenue-cutter Nansemond
was scen pufling aronnd the poing, avd before
they were o mile from the now historic Teunes-
see, fhe bad their line, and was whipping them
thrcugh 1he waters of the bay at & fearful rate
and giving them an unwelcome nad a very culd
vath, The bugeage was also somewhat fojured
by the waves dashing over the deck. Every-
Lody ou board was wel Lo the skin, snd to this
cirenirstnnes 8 charged Lthe present Mlaess of
Mr Wude. Pasging by Morris Island, then
awlong tide ol Sumter, batlered ana broken and
deeayed, in view of Moulirie and the other
defenses, they veared the city as the bells
were ringlog trom the church-towers, Through
the thoughtful sttention of Colouel Robb, Col-
lector o Savanush, the baggage was bastily
placed on wagons snd driven to the depot, to
which point tbey were also hurried. Ths party
srrived just o thne Lo get the Lageage checked
and relect geate, and without being an hour in
the city they were rattliog alorg on the track,
bound homeward, while the rest of the party
(ubout fifieen in number) were taking advaotaze

In re-
ply to a question whether he inteads to resre to
private life, Napoleon said: —I do not think that,
gtrictly speaking, it should be called private
life.
All My Effeorts
ghall be unceasingly directed against the rebels
who bave consplred for the ruin of Frauce,
which is the auly hope to them of earrying out
their sinlster designs. These men I will force
to make amends to
My Poaor People,
which they ean only do by asking directly after
their will and then submitting to It without
opposition, An energetic government with
bonest men may goon
Henl Up the Wouuds of France,
but the power and authority of these same men
would be hlasted at the outset, did they not re-
ceive It immediately out of the hands of the
people.

Correspondent—Your Majesty knows too well
the sentiments of my conntrymen than to doubt
that all their wishes are for a prosperous

Eepublicnn tievernment la Frasoce,

In case this should prove lmpossible, only
then do 1 belleve thay the groat maejority of
them would rather see n Napoleonie dynasty, on
the basis of a pleblscite than the Orleanists or
Bourbons on their ciaim of inherited and divine
rights. Still 1 cannot give up all hope that
France may succeed in establishing a durable
and thriviog republic.
